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or most teenagers in Gary, get- 

F ting jobs, earning weekly pay- 
checks and having cash to 
burn was someone else's 
dream. The unemployment scene 
for a majority of Gary teens was 
staggering 50 plus percent. 

In general, the job market in 
Gary looked anemic. Large num¬ 
bers of jobs simply weren't there 
anymore. Too many businesses had 
either moved out of town or those 
still here had already cut back on 
workers. 

Boarded-up and gutted build¬ 
ings were a depressing fact of life 
facing too many Gary teenagers. 
More and more complained that 
there seemed little to look forward 
to. 

"I've been out looking for a job 
for many weeks, but they're very 
hard to find in Gary," protested An¬ 
thony Felton, junior. “I finally found 
one, in East Chicago though. But I 
don't like it very much." 

Another factor in Gary's unem¬ 
ployment problem was that many 
teenagers don't know how to go 
about getting a job properly or 
didn't know where to go to find 
one. And that's where the Feds 
stepped in to help, through the fed¬ 
erally funded Manpower Program. 

This past summer, more LW stu¬ 
dents were able to look forward to 


finding a job through the Northwest 
Indiana Job Placement Program, 
funded by the county's Manpower 
Program, than ever before. 

"I am presently involved in the 
Manpower Job Placement Pro¬ 
gram," said Bernard Taylor, junior. 
"Its goal is to provide 30 hours of 
pre-job training for 244 Gary stu¬ 
dents and myself during the sum¬ 
mer. After we complete our train¬ 
ing, the employers who hire us are 
given the incentive of our working 
for them, but having our salaries 
paid by Manpower. And I think 
that's a good deal for both of us." 

Indiana University Northwest 
had become involved in the youth 
employment issue also. Working 
with the Manpower people, key 
University officials had begun what 
is called a Career Beginnings Pro¬ 
gram, whereby 120 Gary juniors 
were targeted and accepted intd 
a six week summer program de¬ 
signed for those students with high¬ 
er post-high school aspirations, at 
either a college or technical school 
level. 

Some of lUN's Career Begin¬ 
nings highlights included a mentor 
program whereby professionals 
were tapped to work as technical 
advisors to the 120 and then con¬ 
tinued to work with a select 100 
during their senior years. 



Its job sites were carefully 
screened, and IUN made sure they 
were of a high quailty so as to 
broaden and to inspire students to 
further their education and training 
as well. 

IUN participants was paid $3.35 
per hour for seven hours a day, five 
days a week, for six weeks. In addi¬ 
tion to offering an assessment pro¬ 
gram and job assignments, IUN 
asked participants to take part in 
University enrichment activities on 
its campus every week. 

Other youth oriented employ¬ 
ment programs were just on the ho¬ 
rizon for Gary teenagers. Some city 
officials seemed to have gotten 
the message loud and clear 
"Gary's teens need jobs!" Those 
with vision were now acknowledg¬ 
ing the wisdom and perhaps the 
linkage to their own jobs in the fu¬ 
ture. 

Subrena Ashford, senior, was 
one of the fortunate few who did 
have a job. "I feel that my job is a 
wonderful experience because it 
teaches me responsibility and of¬ 
fers me rewards that my parents 
can't get for me," said Subrena. 
"Now, with my job, I can get them 
for myself."

The economic pox seemed every¬ 
where at once. Student attendance at 
sporting events was anemic. Sock 
hops, after school dances and affairs 
were canceled, one after another. 
Even School City came down with the 
cheaps.

"Debt or no debt," declared Janet 
Sefton, Journalism II teacher and year¬ 
book adviser, "our fundraisers had to 
be put on the back burners because 
we'd made a solemn promise to this 
year's seniors to get out the book on 
time this time."

It was Malises' way of renewing 
old acquaintances and of showing 
her concern for unemployed steel 
workers. She related that her own 
father had been one of those steel¬ 
men many years ago. 

During the play, she recalled 
youthful memories of her father 
working at USS, now USX. "At 9:00 
sharp every evening, he would 
promptly come out of his bedroom 
fully dressed for work," she remem¬ 
bered. "And I would feel so proud 
of him," Malises' voice softened. 

The play itself was unusual. It 
consisted of testimonial vinuettes 
by former workers. 

"One day, despite all of our 
faithful years of service to USS, they 
came to us and told us the mills 
were closing." Many eyes in the 
audience filled with tears. 

As a student at LW, Malis had 
been a Varsity Cheerleader, Editor- 
In-Chief of the Quill & Blade, Presi¬ 
dent of the Girls Club, and a mem¬ 
ber of the Drama Club.

Career Development 
debuts 

Plan trains, rewards Teachers 




o matter how you 
looked at it, the 
bottom line was in 
dollar signs. The 
research had been in for some 
time. The need was critical. All 
that remained was a viable plan. 

The basic thrust of the Gary 
Career Development Program 
would be that of "more training 
for more pay." Monetary carrots 
would range somewhere from 
$500 to $2,500 in pay increases, 
in incentive job options, and in 
state sweetners. 

Teachers would be "train¬ 
ed" in the state of the art educa¬ 
tional methodology, trained by 
specially trained colleagues, 
trained to examine the effec¬ 
tiveness of their own teaching 
styles, trained to upgrade their 
teaching strategies. Different 
than the updatable evaluations 
of "merit pay," “training" would 
be the keystone from which all 
good things would come. 

Gory's Career Development 
Program would, in fact, offer four 
training levels, each with its own 
built-in incremental incentives. 

For starters. Level I would be 
the entry point for the brand new 
state mandated "teaching in¬ 
terns" and for experienced 
teachers new to the Gary 
schools. 

Mentor teachers, another 
new teacher role, would be se¬ 
lected and trained to help 
teacher colleagues vis-O-vis over 
the rough spots of the first years. 
The mentor-intern relationships 
would constitute an unprece¬ 
dented inductive rite into the 
professional world of education, 
one that had been sorely need¬ 
ed for some time. 

Gary's Program, brainchild of 


one E. Ann Ramsey, asst, direc¬ 
tor of personnel for School City, 
had been seeded by a Career 
Ladder Feasibility Study in 1987 
and was no fly-by-nite flash-in- 
the-pan, but an inspired, stud¬ 
ied, and carefully planned de¬ 
sign for educational reform, di¬ 
rected by Ramsey herself. 

A Career Ladder Steering 
committee, in conjunction with 
an empowering AFT approval, 
and notable thrust of Sandra 
Irons, AFT president, in particu¬ 
lar, had worked long and hard 
on the development of the 
program. 

LW teacher Janet Sefton, 
who had been a steering com¬ 
mittee member since its incep¬ 
tion, had come to city-wide at¬ 
tention by way of Gov. Robert 
Orr’s A+ Program and State 
Coordinator Gerald Stuckey's 
Teacher Quality Committee. 
Sefton, also, had had experi¬ 
ence as a state grant reader 
and had played a role in the ini¬ 
tial grant funding for the Gary 
program. 

"Being a committee mem¬ 
ber has greatly expanded my 
own professional horizons. The 
frip to Marin County, in San 
Francisco, was highly stimulat¬ 
ing, enlightening, and meant 
much to me. Also, I've been a 
proponent of educational 
improvement for many years. 
This was my opportunity to get 
in on the ground floor of a greaf 
adventure and enterprise one 
that will impact hopefully, edu¬ 
cational reform in this country. 
Change is a necessary fact of 
life, and this one will be for the 
betterment of both Gary 
teachers and our youth."
